WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— With 
the grand strategy of the war al- 
ready blocked out by President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ili and representatives of the 
other principal united nations, it 
is becoming increasingly evident 
that in the near future the White 
House will announce the various 
tactical units agreed on for de 
feat of the Axis powers. 

These units, according to in- 
formation now available, will con- 
sist of joint or inter-allied commit- 
tees or councils on which there 
will be American, British end 
other democratic representatives, 
top men with full authority to 
speak for their countries. 

President Roosevelt devoted last 
night and this morning to what

American and British officials. 

Early said that, when the Presi- 
dent had completed his study of 
these reports, “which put on pa- 
per the various ideas developed in 
a discussionary way,” he would 
call a general staff meeting, per- 
haps today, for more specific dect- 
sions. Early was purposefully 
vague about contents of these re- 
ports, explaining he would prefer 
not to say whether they related to 
“grand strategy” or directly to

The sinking was the second in 
two days and occurred approxi- 
mately 75 miles from the mouth 
of New Yerk Harbor, the world’s 


largest port. : 

The tanker Norness, 9577 tons, 
was torpedoed in the darkness of 
Wednesday morning only 50 miles 
from the scene by a submarine 
which struck without warning. 

Life Raft Sighted. 

News of the second blow came 
yesterday morning when a patrol 
plane sighted an oil slick and then 
spotted a life raft bobbing in the 
water with several men aboard. A 
lifeboat with other men was sight- 
ed nearby. 

Coast Guard boats rushed to the 
scene after planes had dropped 
food and liquor near the men. They 
returned after fighting mountain- 
ous waves and reported that noth- 
ing had been found. One report 
said an unidentified vessel] rescued 
the men before Coast Guardsmen 
reached their location. 

As the search continued, the 
Navy clamped down on all news 
and ordered the Coast Guard to do 
likewise.

Capt. Hansen disclosed that his 
oil-laden ship—still partially afloat 
—was armed, but that the sub- 
marine’s attack was so swift that. 
there was no chance to fire. 

He did not himself see the sub- 
marine until “we already were in 
the small boats,” he said, and was 
unable to determine its identity 
because “I only saw it for a couple 
of minutes,” 

At a mass interview last night, 
Third Officer Divino Ask said most 
of the crew was asleep at the time 
of the attack—1:30 a. m.—and that 
“we had no warning.” , 

Before being rescued, he added, 
“we were in boats and on rafts 12 
hours.” 


Australians Use 
Japs’ Tactics in

Blow Up Bridge Be- 
hind Invaders, 
Ambush Force. 


MELBOURNE, Jan. 16 (AP). — 
Australian troops, now in action 


in Malaya, are using the invaders’ 
own jungle-fighting technique and 
are giving the Japanese “the hard- 
est blow they’ve had in this war 
to date,” reports reaching here to- 
day said. 

Sergt. Ian Fitchett, official cor- 
respondent with the Australians, 
cited as an instance of their suc- 
cess in beating the Japanese at 
their own style of warfare, their 
first engagement, in which they 
ambushed and wiped out a Jap- 
anese advance unit by cutting be- 
hind the Japanese to blow up a 
bridge and thus isolate them from 
their main body. | 

Bbitcnett quoted Maj. Gen. Gordon 
Bennett, commander of the Aus- 
tralians, as declaring that: 

“The Japs are getting the hard- 
est blow they’ve had in this war 
to date and there’s lots more com- 
ing to them. Every move they 
make from now on is one which 
will be countered by Australians 
who can outmarch, outfight and 
outwit them.” 

Fitchett said the Australians’ 
move into the front lines; which 
began at the week end, had been 
such a closely guarded secret that

' In recent weeks there has been 
an intensification of German ef- 


forts to recruit additional laborers 
from occupied countries. How- 


| ever, it is reported reliably that 


foreign workers are showing more 
reluctance to go to Germany. 
‘ "This, coupled with the fact that 
the German labor supply has long 
since been fully utilized, is caus- 
ing German leaders grave concern, 
Nazi press dispatches acknowledge. 
Demand for Troops. 

The Germans’ problem is to ex- 
pand production at the same time 
they find it necessary to keep call- 


g 
have been called to the colors, 
leaying new places to be filled in 
industry and agriculture. 

Thus far the Germans have re- 
placed those called up by using 
war prisoners and foreign civilian 
workers as well as women: At the 


‘present time it is estimated there 


are about 2,000,000 foreign labor- 
ers in Germany, 1,500,000 war pris- 
oners and perhaps 1,000,000 women 
workers who before the war were 
not employed. 

The situation will be relieved to 
some extent, observers say, when 
hundreds of thousands of Russian 
prisoners are put to work, but the 
problem will not be solved because 
the greatest shortage is in skilled 


Danger of Sabotage. 

Many Russians as well as other 
prisoners are highly skilled, but 
the Germans are reluctant to trust 
them in jobs where sabotage might 
be easy. 

Latest figures from the German 
Labor Ministry showed 24,000,000 
persons employed in the Reich, ex- 
clusive’ of war. prisoners: The 
Frankfurter Zeitung, commenting 
on this report, said: “There still 
is a great need for workers in nu- 
merous branches.” 7 

Adolf Hitler’s Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter, reviewing the situation in 
Alsace, referred to “the ever-in- 
creasing scarcity of workers.” In 
every branch of work, the newspa- 
per continued, “there is a lack of 
men and women workers. For in- 
stance, the demand for metal work- 
ers has risen 50 per cent.” . 

The article said that the Alsace 
labor exchange listed nearly 2500 
openings for metal works helpers 
in one month, while the demand: 
for women helpers rose from 602 
to 1049. 

Long Want Ads. 

The situation in other parts of 
the Reich also is reflected in the 
increasing number of want ads 
seeking workers. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung in re- 
cent months has carried six to 
eight pages of these ads. The num- 
ber of pages has been reduced re- 
cently by use of smaller type, but 
the number of ads has continued 
to increase. , 

For example, the Weser Aircraft 
Co. of Bremen seeks airplane build- 


‘ers and draftsmen. The Bayrische 


Motorenwerke in a single ad of- 
fered jobs to 21 different kinds of 
workers. A Berlin factory wants 
to erect a plant abroad—probably 
a refinery—and advertises for ma- 
chine and electrical engineers, con- 
struction specialists, material test- 
ers, time-study men and bookkeep- 


ers. 

Occasionally one sees newspaper 
items about such workers as movie 
cartoon artists being ordered trans- 
ferred to more essential work. 

, Overtime Without Pay. 

The need for every available 
worker is indicated by such de- 
crees as the one issued by the 
German Labor Ministry requiring 
workers. to make up time lost dur- 
ing the Christmas and New Year's 
holidays by working overtime with- 
out additional pay. .

JONESBORO, Ark. Jan. 16. — 
How he was fined $5 and costs of 


Ark., after a beating in jail was 
related in United States District 
Court here today by a witness who 
gave accounts of mistreatment and 
extortion at teh hands of defend- 
ants charged with violation of the 
Federal Civil Liberties statute. 

Frank Larkin, a 28-year-old 
Memphis street railway employe, 
testified he was walking home 
from West Meriphis, Ark., early 
on a rainy morning in April, 1939, 
after consuming “three or four 
drinks of gin” several hours pre- 
viqusly, when he was taken to the 
county jail at Marion by C: C. Culp, 
town marshall at West Memphis 
and a former deputy sheriff, and 
Harold Holland, then a State high 
patrolman.. Permission to telephone 
was denied, Larkin said, and then 
Jim Miller, a trusty at the jail, 
forced: him to lie on the floor and 
had him “severely beaten,” with a 
strap because he could pay only 25 
cents of a “Kangaroo court” fee of 
$1.50. ‘The next morning, he testi- 
fied, Miller slapped him because 
he dropped a plate as he lined up 
for breakfast and sent for Culp 
who beat him with his fists. 

Pleaded. Guilty and Paid. 

“Culp and Holland ‘took me to 
the Justice of the Peace court,” 
Larkin said, “and Culp told the 
justice. to fine me $5 and-costs for 
walking in the rain. I pleaded 
guilty and paid.” 

Larkin’s sister, Mrs. Lucien T. 
Weirick, said she obtained the 
money for the fine and costs and 
that she was refused a receipt, be- 
ing told “your brother is your re- 
ceipt.” Her brother, she said, was 
injured about the head and his 
body striped from the strap from 
shoulder to waist. 

Another witness, Earl T. Walton 
of Memphis testified Culp locked 
him up in 1939 without giving a

Refuses to Take Up — 
diately O’Daniels’ Plan, 
Opposed by Secretary 
Stimson. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP).— 
The Senate defeated today an ef- 
fort of Senator O’Daniel (Dem.), 
Texas to obtain immediate consid- 
eration of a, measure barring the 
sale of liquors, wines and beers at 
Army and Navy posts. 

O’Daniel’s motion to take up the 
bill, made on the’ anniversary of 
the ratification of national prohi- 
bition, was announced as lost on a 
voice vote. Senator Johnson 


(Dem.), Colorado then demanded a 
standing vote. 

An unofficial] count from the 
galleries showed the motion was 
lost by a margin of approximately 
two to one. 

O’Daniel previously had urged 
the Senate to approve the bill, 
originally introduced by his prede- 
cessor, the late Senator Morris 
Sheppard, often called “the father 
of prohibition.” 

Sheppard annually addressed the 
Senate on each post-repeal anniver- 
sary of the ratification of the na- 
tional prohibition amendment, pre- 
dicting the eventual return of the 
nation to a dry status. 

Opposed by Army, Navy. 

The Sheppard bill would bar the 
sale of liquor, including beer and 
wines, at all military establish- 
ments and would give the War and 
Navy departments supervision over 
such sales in adjacent areas. In 
addition, it would provide for the 
suppression of vice in the ares 
around military camps. 

In a letter to the Military Af- 
fairs committee, Secretary Stimson 
said the War Department fully 
realized: that it would be highly 
desirable from the standpoint of 
efficiency and morals to have an 
Army in which there was no 
drunkenness. 

3.2 Wine, Beer Now Sold. 

“However,” Stimson added, 
“knowing the frailties of human 
nature and realizing that habits of 
temperance or intemperance are 
developed long before the individ- 
ual becomes a soldier, the War De- 
partment is convinced that temper- 
ance cannot be obtained by prohi- 
bition applied to its personnel any 
more than it can be attained by 
prohibition applied to the nation 
at large.” 

Stimson pointed out that the 
sale of beer and wines of not more 
than 3.2 alcoholic content by weight 
was permitted at Army posts, but 
the sale of liquor was barred. He 
gaid this policy had resulted in a 
higher degree of temperance than 
was attained either in or out of 
the Army in the days. of national 
prohibition, 


AREA MILK PRODUCERS GOT 
RECORD PRICE IN DECEMBER 


Average of $2.84 Per Hundred- 
weight Highest in 8 Years of 
U. S. Marketing Program. 

St. Louis area milk producers 
received a weighted average net 
price of $2.84 per hundredweight 
for 35 per cent butter fat milk 
dyring December, highest net price 
during the eight years the Federal 
market program hag been in ef- 
fect, it was shown today in woe we 
lation by Fred L. Shipley, et 
administrator. 

This price, which exceeded the 
previous high of $2.30 in January, 
1938, was the best December price 
since 1920. Under an amended 
order effective Dec, 5, the price for 
class 1, or bottle milk, was $3.079, 
and for class 2, used for by-prod- 
ucts, $2.429 during the last 27 days 
of the month. 

Value of December milk produc- 
tion was $770,922, representing an 
average return of $200 for each of 
the market’s 3848 producers, an- 
other record under the Federal 
marketing program. Total milk 
production for the month was 26,- 
962,952 pounds.

MR. ROOSEVELT'S SOFT LEADERSHIP 


N the five weeks™since Pearl 

Harbor the President has nec- 

essarily ,devoted his main atten- 
tion to planning and organizing 
the common war effort of the 
United Nations. This has required 
the making of decisions on ques- 
tions of strategy, of diplomacy, and 
of supply which embrace the whole 
world, and in this work no one 
can substitute for the President, 
nor ig any one even nearly his 
equal in competence, . 

But there is a limit to the endur- 
ance and to the energy of any 
man, and while Mr. Roosevelt. has 
been planning the war abroad, he 
has not had the time, or the fresh- 
.ness of mind, to organize the war 
at home. Yet the outeome of the 
war abroad depends upon what is 


{done at home. 


During these five weeks it has 
become very evident that the nec- 
essary things cannot be done here 
at home until the President reor- 
ganizes and reinfor¢es his own ad- 
ministration. . 


e * * 
HE weakness of the present 
system-—-the pre-Pearl Harbor 
system—is glaringly obvious, We 
have seen the Army-Navy-OPM 
system caught without the neces- 
sary plans for expanding the mili- 
tary requirements and for expand- 
ing production by the conversion 
of commercial industry.

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Briton: Tells C. of C. Country 
Vacations for City Chil- 
_ dren Also in Plans. 


A,. Emil Davies, member of the 
London. County Council, told a 
luncheon meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce at Hotel Jefferson 
yesterday that annual country 
vacations for city children and 
mass feeding centers for the gen- 
eral populace are two of London’s 
definite post-war plans. 

Davies, who arrived in this coun- 
try last November for a three 
month speaking tour, declared that 
the wartime evacuation of city 
children to the country has proven 
such a success, in terms of mental 
and physical benefits, that four- 
week country vacations every sum- 
mer will be instituted for city 
children after the war. He said 
800,000 children had been evacu- 
ated, and only 140,000 returned to 
London for various reasons. 

The war has shown that large 
groups of people can be fed more 
scientifically and economically on 
a collective basis, he said, with 
reference to the mass _ feeding 
center plan. At present, London 
has about 300 such centers “where 
bankers, workmen, clergymen, 
stenographers and factory girls all 
eat happily together.” An added 
reason for continuation of such 
centers, he asserted, is that Eng- 
land, as well as other countries, 
will be poor and will need to prac- 
tice strictest economy. 

No Class Distinctions, 


Davies, formerly chairman of the |. 


London County Council, said the 
war already has broken down 
class distinctions in England— 
“there definitely is a new feeling 
of solidarity.” 

In recounting preparations for 
all consequences of war, he said 
Londoners were surprised ‘and 
thankful to find that air. raids 
took a greater toll of property 
than lives. For example, he told 
how one particular bomb  de- 
stroyed about 500 dwelling units, 
but killed only two persons. 

London authorities, he said, had 
considerable difficulty in persuad- 
ing people to clean out rubbish- 
filled attics, which he described as 
particularly dangerous ground for’ 
incendiary bombs. 

The community, he said, must be 
watchful of everything and pre- 
pared for everything; London had 


to put in a supply of eye glasses 


and false teeth after it was found 
that about 50 per cent of the peo- 
ple needing them would forget to 
take them along in emergency 
evacuation of their homes, 


Quips at Disaster. 

In citing examples of the spirit 
and good humor of Londoners de- 
spite the war, Davies told of a 
woman who remarked, after spend- 
ing an entire Sunday in an air 
raid shelter with only cold rations 
for food: “Well, this is the first 
Sunday in years that I didn’t have 
to cook a big dinner for my fam- 
ily—and it’s.a relief, mind you.” 

Davies was scheduled to attend 
the annual conference of the Na- 
tional Municipal League here last 
November but was forced to post- 
pone sailing for a time because 
of war activity in the Atlantic. His 
next address will be in San Fran- 
cisco.

President’s: Letter 
About Baseball. 


‘CHICAGO, IIL, Jan..16 (AP).— 
Following is the text of the letter 
President Roosevelt wrote to Kene- 
saw M. Landis, baseball high com- 
missioner, urging that the sport be 
kept going during the war: 

“My Dear Judge:— 

“Thank you for yours of Janu- 
ary fourteenth. As you will of 
course; realize, the: final decision 
about the baseball season -must 
rest with you and the baseball 
club owners—so what Iam going 
to say is solély a personal and not 
an official point of view. 


“T honestly feel that it would 
be best for the country to keep 
baseball going. There will be few- 
er people unemployed and every- 
body will work longer hours and 
before. 

“And that means that they ought 
to have’ a chance for recreation 
and for taking their minds off 
their work even more than before. 
“Baseball provides a recreation 
- two 
hours or two hours and a half, and 
which can be got for very little 
cost. And, incidentally, I hope 
that night games can be extended 
because it gives an opportunity to 
the day shift to see a game occa- 
sionally. 

“As to the players themselves; I 
know you agree with me that in- 
dividual players who are of active 
military or naval age should go, 
without question, into the services. 
Even if the actual quality of the 
teams is lowered by the greater 
use of older players, this will not 
dampen the popularity of the 
sport. Of course, if any individual 
has some particular aptitude in a 
trade or profession, he ought to 
serve the Government. That, how- 
ever, is a matter which I know 
he can handle with complete jus- 

ce.

Daylight Saving Largely Optional; 
Nation Is Expected to Accept It 


Bill Awaiting Signature of the President Is 
Binding Only on Interstate Transporta- 
tion and Federal ‘Agencies.

‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP).— 
Chairman Lea (Dem.), California,

Rubber is required for the lin- 
ing of bullet-proof gasoline tanks 
on warplanes. 


It is possible that cultivation of 
native rubber may expand in 
South America. It is likely, too, 
that more guayule shrubs, from 
which rubber can be extracted, 
may be planted in volume in the 
southwestern United States. 

But the Unitéd States needs rub- 
‘ber now and the fastest way to 
get it is to build synthetic rubber 
plants.

Papers May Print Ruled Off Air. 


ERE fs the tezt of wartime 


casters made public today by Byron Price, director of censorship: |. 
came from. the Weather Bureau, |. 


In wartime it is the responsibil- 
{ty of every citizen to help prevent 
‘the enemy, in so far as possible, 
from obtaining war, navy, air or 
economic intelligence which might 
be of value to him and inimical to 
our national effort. 

The broad industry has 
enlisted with enthusiasm in the en- 
deavor, and the following is in- 
tended to be helpful in systematiz- 
tng co-operation on a voluntary ba- 
sis during the period of the emer- 
gency. 

Two possibilities exist. 

1. Enemy exploitation of sta- 

tions heard only within our bord- 
ers, to expedite the work of sa- 
bateurs, and ! 
. 2 Enemy exploitation of sta- 
ti heard internationally (both 
sho d long wave) to transmit 
vital information. 

All American stations desire to 
prevent such exploitation. The 
statement herewith set forth is 
presented under three headings: 

1. News programs, 

2. Ad lib programs. 

3. Foreign language programs. 
Radio management can do much 
in other ways to win the war. It 
can act, in the light of experience, 
as its own censor above and be- 
yond the suggestions contained ‘in 
this statement of conduct. 

NEWS PROGRAMS. 

It must be remembered that all 
newspapers, magazines and. periodi- 
cals are censored at our national 
borders. No such post-publication 
censorship is possible,in_ radio. 
Scores of stations operating” on all 
classifications of frequencies are 
heard clearly in areas outside the 
United States. These stations espe- 
cially should exercise skill and cau- 
tion in preparing news broadcasts. 

Ninety-nine per cent of the com- 
mercial stations operating in the 
United States are serviced by one 
or more news agencies. News tele- 
typed to stations and networks by 
these agencies will be edited at 
the source, with a view to ob- 
serving certain requests set down 
by the press section of the Office 
of Censorship. These precautions 
notwithstanding, the Office of 
Censorship stresses the need for 

radio to process all. news in the 
light of its own specialized 
knowledge. Broadcasters should 
ask themselves the question, 
“Would this material be of value 
to me if I were the enemy?” Cer- 
tain material which may appear 
on the news service wires as ap- 
proved for néwspapers may not be 
appropriate for radio. 

It is requested that news falling 
into any of the folowing classifica- 
tions be kept off the air, except in 
cases when the release has been 
authorized by appropriate author-. 
ity: 

(1) Weather Reports. This cate- 
gory includes temperature read- 
ings, barometric pressures, wind 
directions, forecasts and all other 
data relating to weather condi- 
tions. Frequently weather reports 
for use on radio will be authorized 
by the United States Weather 
Bureau. This material‘is permis- 
sible. Confirmation should be ob- 
tained that the report actually

Special care should be taken 
against inadvertent, references to 
weather conditions during sports 
broadcasts, special events and 
similar projects. 

Information concerning road 
conditions, where such information 
is essential to safeguarding human 
life, may be broadcast when re- 
quested by a Federal, state or mu- 
nicipal source. 

(2) Troop Movements. The gen- 
eral. character and movements of 
units of the U States. Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps, or their 
personnel, ‘within or ‘without the 
continental limits of the .United 
States; their location, identity or 
exact composition, equipment or 
strength; their destination, routes 
and schedules; their. asserhbly : for 
embarkation or. actual embarka- 
tion. Any such information re- 
garding the troops of friendly na-. 
tions. -on-«American soil.. (The 
request as regards location and 
general character does not apply 
to training camps in the United 
States, nor to. units. assigned. oie 
domestic. police duty.) - 

(3): Ships: The location, move- 
ments and idéntity of naval and 
merchant vessels of the United 
States and of other nations op 
ing’ the Axis powers and of per- 
bonhel ‘of such craft; the’ port and 
time of arrival of any guch ves- 
sels; the assembly, departure , or 
arrival of transports or convoys, 
the existence of mine fields or oth-/| 
er harbor. defenses; secret orders 


or other secret instructions re-: 


garding lights, buoys and other 
guides to navigators; the number, 
size, character and location of 
ships in construction, or ce 
information as to the date™ of 
launchings or commissionings; the 
physical setup of existing ship- 
yards, and information regarding 
construction of new ones.

Any informa- 
tion regarding existing or projected 
fortifications of this country, any 
information regarding coastal de- 
fense emplacements or bomb shel- 
ters; location, nature or numbers 
of anti-aircraft guns. 

(7) Production. Specific informa- 
tion about war contracts, such as 
the exact type of production, pro- 
duction schedules, dates of de- 
livery, or progress of production; 
estimated supplies of strategic and 
critical materials available; or na- 
tion-wide “round ups” of locally 
published procurement data ex- 
cept when such composite infor- 
mation ig officially approved for 
publication. Specific information 
about the location of, or other in- 
formation about, sites and fac- 
tories already in existence, which 
would aid saboteurs in gaining ac- 
cess to them; information other 
than that readily gained through 
observation by the general public,

After a lifetime devoted to mute substances or 
instruments, why should he be adept in dealing with human 
beings who are a special field in their own right for study 
and research? The usual scientist has dealt with test tubes

Samar and freights dotted the 
book. Beebe paid tribute to Bill 
in the foreword as “a recognized 
master” in the field of action train 
photography and in an auto- 
graphed copy of the book wrote, 
“For William Barham, who, more 
than anyone else, has helped put 
this book ‘over and who has the 
gratitude of Lucius Beebe.” 

Then came “Trains in Transi- 
tion” with 21 of Bill Barham’s pic- 
tures, with full credit and another 


autograph from Beebe stating 
that without Bill “the book would 
not have been possible.” , 

‘T get a lot of ribbing,” says Bill, 
“because I’ni so nuts on the sub- 
“ject of photographing trains. I’m 
not just what you might call a 
camera addict. I’ve got better than 
§000 train pictures but you couldn’t 
find a ‘still’ or a photograph of 
my family around the house. I 
just can’t be bothered photograph- 
ing anything but trains.” 

Bill admits that “you have to 
be a pretty fair speed photog- 
rapher to take ’em at 70 or 80 
miles per hour,” but that’s what 
puts the spice in his hobby. Some- 
times he waits all day for a cer- 
tain train to pass a certain point 
he’s picked out only to find the 
engine smoke too heavy or .too 
thin to suit his fancy. Or any 
number of other little annoyances, 
might turn up to prevent his get- 
ting exactly the picture he wants. 
Nothing daunted, Bill waits until 
his next day off, returns to the 
spot and tries again.
